A BRIEF HISTORY OF THE GRAND DUCHY OF BEAUCOUILLCN - XXII 

The period of 26 years from the French Revolution to the end of the Napoleonic War s 
were the most profitable that the tiny Grand Duchy had ever enjoyed. This was, of course 
in terms of gross income; expenditures, as usual, exceeded even this vast ampunt of

In 1804-, at a ball' celebrating the approaching French conquest of England, the Grand 
Ballroom of the. palace of Fortunate XVIII -was the scene 'of a most remarkable competition 
between Princess Pauline Bofghese, sister of Napoleon I, and Princess Libertina, sister 
of the Grand Duke. Contemporary accounts are most reticent about the character of this 
competition, Jbut the curious can be enlightened by the mural which David painted on one 
wall of the ballroom while it -was in progress. (In 194-9 the art expert Dr. A. Ohne Um- 
laut detected six places in the mural where the" painter had ceased work briefly, presum- 
ably to play some minor role in the festivities.) The result of the duel was disputed. 
Princess Libertina claimed to have won by a score of 207-206; however, Princess Pauline 
claimed that Count Oblovoff should have counted for three* rather than one, which would 
make herself "the winner. The'dispute caused a brief rupture of diplomatic relations lie- 
tween.Beaucouillon and France, but "before this could lead to Tjar a reconciliation was 
affected by Count Benvenuto d'Avino, who invited Napoleon to a two-week state visit. 
This visit completely mollified the Emperor's wrath, " though several of the ladies of the 
Grand Ducal court complained about his short stature.

The 
sextet settled down; to a merry evening of observing Miss Schow^ interpretation of von 
Metzke's newest over-sextet for bassoon, oboe, and four Jew's Harps.

((Transliteration from the Chinese is largely a matter of -taste. -The 'Pfede-Giles 
system is most funiliar but it is cumbersome and misleading, particularly with its 
apostrophes. Better, according to L. Sprague de Camp in 'The Anc ie nt Eng ineers, is the 
Yale-Gardner system. By this_sy3.tem, the philosopher under discussion w a s Kuhg Fu-dz, 
and the two autocrats -who banned M« works were Tain sh2 Hwahg-ctt and Mau Dze-dung.)) 

A couple of *<t;her comments. It is doubtful that the educated inhabitants of .Ro- 
man- Africa spoke Latin. Certainly not in the tine of Augustine. 3ven as early as &he 
time of Nero (if not by the time of Julius Caesar) Latin had ceased 'to be a spoken 
tongue, even in Rome, where the sp#ken language was probably tfabrian >(the real ances- 
tor of Italian). Latin w a s a written language o:aly. The inhabitants of Roman Africa 
may Have spoken a Latin-based dialect, although many of them spoke Greek and Punic.,,' 
The "-hole issue of race in this area is", however, irseelevant, since consideration whi»h 
apply to the Maghreb hardly apply else'wheie in Africa. 

Iho told you Cleopatra 'a mother was a Nubian princess?, Her mother ^as Queen Bere- 
nike, sister and wife to Ptolemy XII. Otherwise she would not have been legitimate 
heir to the throne and it would have been unnecessary for Pftolen^r XIII to marry her 
(and Ptolemy XEV in his turn)* Her daughter by Marcus Antcnlus did marry a North Afri- 
can dynast. Big deal. 

((I was in error on this point. The wife of Ptolemaios XII was indeed his kins- 
woman Berenike, but this does "not necessarily mean, royal family arrangements being 
what they are, that Berenike was the mother of KLsopatra VII. The encyclopedia Brit- 
tanlca says, on what authority I know not, that ideopatra was of Greek and Makedonian 
stock "with a very small admixture of Iranian blood". Perhaps the best verdict is 'that 
of the late fill Cuppy: "The Ptolemies had once been piire Macedonian Greek. By now 
they were Grade B, if that." 

((By the time of Ptolemaios XII - who is numbered "XI" or "Till*' in other sources - 
legitimacy was a matter of little concern in Egypt. Ptolemaios XII himself the il- 
legitimate son of Ptolemat«0/4x.The murder of a coxisin in 80 BC extinguished' the legiti- 
mate line so he took the throne. I have been unable to find w^o w a s/were the mother/s 
of the four children of PtolemaiOB XII, or even if their identity is known to history. 
A? to why Kleopatara HI married her brothers successively - maybe it was just an old. 
Egyptian custom. Obher rulers of the Ptolemaic line had done so, to say nothing of the 
more ancient dynasties.)) 

The question of ra«e was of no importance in the ancient world, as you may know,, 
The ruling class of 1'gypt were descendants of Nilotic Negroes, although even by the 
time of the Old Kingdom quite thoroughly mixed with the earlier inhabitants (whom we 
would now call Semltur, lthough that is a liiguis"ic classification rather than one of 
physical type). Of course, as you know, the question of "rata" it- largely -a straw man.
